The labor movement, which is determined to see the. 
Cadillac Cabinet ousted in 56, would make a mistake, in 
our opinion, to underestimate the build-up for Nixon and 
to figure that the probable retirement of President Eisen- 
hower will automatically mean the defeat of the GOP. 

The Gallup Poll trial heat between Nixon and Gov. 
Harriman, for example, gives the Vice-President 49 per- 
cent to Harriman’s 47. This is not surprising in view of 
Harrimans openly anti-Geneva stand. By contrast, a poll 
of Nixon and Stevenson gives Stevenson a lead of 51 per- 
cent to Nixon's 45 percent. But even here, the significant 
fact (if these straw votes indeed deal with “facts ') is that 
Stevenson's six-point lead has shrunk from a 21-point lead 
last February. 

One conclusion which seems obvious from all this is 
‘that the labor movement cannot afford to take anything 
for granted with regard to 56, and needs to think in seri- 
ous terms about program, first of all, and candidates. 


THE GEORGIA CONSPIRACY - 


ATTORNEY GENERAL Eugene Cook, of Georgia, 
has announced his state’s intention of moving further 
from U. S. doctrine and closer to those of .racist-ruled 
South Africa, by officially equating advocacy of racial 
equality with “subversive” activity. Yesterday Cook. said 
he would ask the Georgia legislature to “declare the Na- 
tional Association for the Advancement of Colored -Peo- 


ple subversive in the eyes of Georgia law.” Thus Cook and 


the white supremacy officials of Georgia seek to. answer 
the insistence of ‘its Negro citizens, led by the NAACP, 
on compliance with the Supreme Court's ruling illegaliz- 
ing segregated schools. Cook speaks only of the NAACP, 
but the target is federal law and racial. democracy. 

The NAACP has properly answered Cook, terming his 
proposal “part ef a conspiracy by some southern: state 
officials to combat the Supreme Court's order..... .” It is 
Cook, the NAACP charged, who is “seeking to uridermine 
the Government of the United States,” 

Cook, however, seeks to hide his-own ubasesion by 
using the “conspiracy” hoax and the “subversive list” with 
which U. S$. Attorney General Herbert Brownell has sought 
to silence advocates of peace and other opponents of Ad- 
ministration policies. And it should be understood that 
Cook and his ‘fellow racists have been given time to work 
out such schemes, backed by white-collar mobs,. because 
Brownell has for so long winked at illegal acts “committed 
against southern Negroes. 

This latest move to delay enforcement of a Supreme 
Court ruling should be protested by every American who 
wishes this nation’ to avoid: the racist turmoil which now 
rends South Africa. And -Br should be. reminded
